*• Ukrainian Repatriates froa Havana 

AECASSOHARY 27 travelled to Havana, Cute, on 16-21 March to 
determine the recruitment possibilities for future 

inside contacts via correspondence with Ukrainians s cheduled for 
return to the Ukrainian SSR. A separate detailed report was sub- 
mitted by AECASSQKAKY 27 on his return. In summary, his 
opinion was that as matters stand at present, the discussion of 
any operational arrangements with those presently s chedule d for 
return could oily lead to a security headache. The political 
orientation and, with only a few exceptions, the economical situation 
of the Ukrainians in Havana is such that one would have virtually 
no grounds tor disagreeing with the belief of these people that a 
crueller fete could not be encountered. ABCASSOWAHY 27‘s reccaaaendn- 
tlon is that antl-Cemonalst Ukrainian language literature be 
to these people to start a reorientation of those Ukrainians left 
in Havana toward a pro-Western ideology. 

Because AECASSOWARY 27 did not get to see all of the Ukrainians 
living in Cuba, he does not exclude the possibility that there are 
those who could be approached and who would prove to be of opera- 
tional interest.
